Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what.was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Levy initiated the interview to discuss the rejection of claim 29, 
which recited the limitation that neither a leveler nor a brightener are used. Mr. Levy indicated that evidence could be 
provided showing that the PPR carrier and PPR additive used in Martin is a leveler. Since the method taught by Martin 
would then require a leveler, the rejection would not be maintainable because modification of Martin to exclude the 
leveler would materially alter the method of Martin. The evidence will be considered in light of the prior art when 
submitted in the Applicant's response. The Applicant's efforts in clarifying the instant invention over the prior art are 
appreciated.
